OO good and great Arch- 

bishop Noll has asked for 
an article on vocations. It is an 
honor to comply with his re- 
quest. I am addressing my an- 
swer to you, our boys and girls, 
because you are the persons for 
whom vocation is still a prob- 
lem, a question for which. you 
are seeking the right answer. 
The right answer, as you know, 
is God’s will for you. 

In mid-January, Presidents 
and other officers of our Ameri- 
can colleges met at an annual 
convention in Washington. All 
of the most important addresses 
given at that convention spoke 
of God’s place in education and 
of our need of Him in every 
place in life. President Eisen- 
hower’s talk to the group at the 
noon luncheon summarized our 
problems in this way: “Every- 
one asks these questions: Who 
am I? Where did I come from? 


Why am I here? Where am I} 


going? How can I get there?” 

The answers to these ques- 
tions you have learned in the 
first three lessons of your Cate- 
chisms when you were not more 
than six years old. I should like 
to concentrate on one question 
and answer, not included in our 
President’s summary: Why did 
God make me? 

The answer to that question is 
for each one of us our vocation. 
God made us all to know, to 
love and to serve Him here. 
The manner of that service is 
different for everyone of us and 
is particularly chosen by God 
for everyone of us,

A Fair Question 


‘Really What Is A Seminary, Anyway? 


HOUGH there are over sev- 

eral hundred seminaries in 
the United States alone (some 
quite small), and one of the 
largest, St. Mary’s in Baltimore, 
has produced some 9,000 priests 
since 1791, our people know lit- 
tle enough about them. They 
lie behind a kind of “Ecclesi- 
astical Curtain.” Let’s lift the 
curtain here. 


We can take St. Edward’s 
Seminary in the Archdiocese of 
Seattle as a good example, since 
it is both ‘‘major” and “minor” 
(two mysterious terms) and 
can serve to illustrate the life 
of a seminarian from early be- 
ginnings in high school to its 
glorious. end at ordination. 

The first and foremost thing 
to understand, of course, is just 
this: everything that happens

in the seminary is directed to 
the goal of the priesthood. The 
Church, guided by the Holy 
Spirit and in the light of the 
experience of ages, has develop- 
ed an altogether unique system 
of training to form its clergy. 
A seminarian is in the seminary 
for one thing—to form his mind 
and heart after the image of the 
great High Priest; to become 
“another Christ.” ' 


But perhaps a word of cau- 
tion is timely. Not every sem- 
inarian does go on to the priest- 
hood or even should go on. The 
seminary idea, then, implies 
that it is to be a kind of proving 
ground. Here a boy tests himself 
to see if he really has a voca- 
tion: the necessary gifts of piety 


above all, of intellect and will, 
good health, sober, enthusiasm 
for the life. 


Unlike some. lay people who 
misunderstand, the seminary 
professor admires the boy who 
for any good reason leaves the 
seminary quite as much as the 
one who in all humility pre- 
sents himself for ordination. 
God has called one, not the 
other. “You have not chosen 
me,” said Our Blessed Lord, “I

They are the 
divinely-motivated career men 
and women of our day. One 
might-say-that they aré divine- 
ly drafted. God chooses and 
calls them to serve in His army. 


Hundreds of schools all over 
the world are the results of 
their response, your own school 
perhaps. The whole fabric of 
your intellectual and spiritual 
life is woven of their dream and 
dedication. They might have 
been merely average persons 
with no interests beyond their 
own desires and no vision be- 
yond their own narrow hori- 
zons.

Clerical Position Available 


[= want-ads of every news- 
paper make frequent use of the 
word “clerical.” Usually the word 
refers to some sort of office work, 
and nothing sacred or religious is 
implied. Yet it is interesting to 
discover from word-scholars that 
the original clerical position was 
that of being a priest or a monk! 


It seems that words like clerical, 
clerk, and clergy all go back to 
an ancient Greek word meaning 
“portion” or “inheritance.” Since 
the clergy choose the Lord for 
their inheritance, their name fits 
them well. | 


The idea that priests have the 
Lord for their portion is an old 
Biblical one. When the various 
tribes of the Jewish nation were 
given different parts of the Holy 
Land as their portion, the tribe 
of Levi was not included. Cod 
had chosen this tribe as the one 
which would provide Him with 
priests. They would devote them- 
selves to the worship of God, and 
would be supported by the other 
tribes. God Himself, then, would 
be. the portion of the tribe of Levi. 


Thus we read in the Book of 
Numbers: “The Lord said to Aaron 
(of the tribe of Levi): ‘You are 
to hold no lands, no portion is to 
be assigned to you... I am all 
thy portion; these others have 
their several possessions, thou hast 
Me’.” (Numb. 19:20). 


And in the fifteenth Psalm we 
read: “The Lord is the portion of 
my inheritance.” This very pray- 
er is recited by the bishop when 
he tonsures a young man (i.e., cuts 
off some of his hair) and elevates 
him to the “clerical” state. 


But how did the word “clerical” 
get connected with office work? 
The answer takes us back to the 
Middle Ages—roughly, from 500 
A.D. to 1500 A.D. History tells us 
that the Roman-Empire crumbled 
around the sixth century; barbar- 
lans overran Europe: Mohamme- 
dans assailed Europe from the 
south. Everywhere there was cha- 
Os, lawlessness, destruction. 
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Only in monasteries were there 


sufficient peace, interest, and dis- 
cipline for the work of education 
to go on. Hence skills like read- 
ing and writing were to be found 
chiefly among the “clerics.” It 
was then an easy thing for such 
work to become known as “cler- 
ical” work. 


Such then was the origin of the 
modern word found in want-ads. 
But there are still available plen- 
ty of clerical positions in the old 
sense. Although 45,000 priests 
are at work in the United States, 
there are more than 31,000,000 
Catholics to be ministered to, and 
four times that number of people 
to be converted.

Diocese Covered Nation 


With the establishment of the 
United States and the severance of 
ties with England, the question of 
ecclesiastical jurisdiction arose. 
Previously the few priests scattered 
through the colonies were under 
the direction of the Vicar Apostolic 
of the London District. That 
arrangement could not continue. 


In 1784 Carroll was appointed by 
Rome “head of the missions in the 
provinces of the new Republic of 
the United States of North Amer- 
ica.” The territory in his charge 
was tremendous, the clergy supply 
scanty, the needs. staggering, the 
problems variegated and acute. 
Recalcitrant priests, congregations 
presuming to take Church affairs 
in their own hands, the looseness 
of organization—these required a 
bishop’s prestige and authority for 
correction. So, in 1789, Carroll was 
named Bishop of Baltimore. 


. He became archbishop in 1808, 
when the original nationwide dio- 
cese was divided, with suffragan 
bishops at Philadelphia, New York, 
Boston, and Bardstown in Ken- 
tucky,. and an apostolic adminis- 
trator for the Louisiana territory. 
Order reigned and growth was 
under way. 

Carroll had already started con- 
struction of the historic cathedral 
in Baltimore when death came to 
him in 1815. 


The foreguing is merely a succes- 
sion of pegs for plotting a great 
career; it suggests little of the 
man’s quality or accomplishments. 
But Miss Melville has defined and 

resented these most skillfully in 


book. 


She shows us Carroll the priest 
of zeal and vision, the dis- 
interested and sagacious wielder of 
authority, the courageous yet 
adroit tackler of difficult situations. 
She shows him, too, as the ardent, 
intelligent patriot, loving his coun- 
try and making crystal-clear the 
place of the Church and the Cath- 
olic in American life. 

We see him in his relations with 
Washington, Franklin, Jefferson, 
and others of the Founding 
Fathers, as suave but telling con- 
troversialist, as innovator (he 
founded Georgetown, brought the 
Sulpicians to open the first Amer- 
ican seminary, directed Mother 
Seton in the organization of the 
first American sisterhood). 

Obviously, Miss Melville has in- 
tense admiration for her subject. 
This she ignites in the reader as 
well. “The test of greatness in a 
man,” she observes, “goes beyond 
the coincidences of noble con- 
temporaries and momentous occa- 
sions. His ultimate measure 1s 
taken by the shaping of events 
which in his absence would have 
taken quite a different course. It 1s 
only when one speculates on what

Teen-Age Hitler 


UGUST KUBIZEK was born 

and brought up in the Austrian 
town of Linz. As a youth he learn- 
ed the upholsterer’s trade, but his 
heart was in music. In 1904 while 
attending, as a standee, a perform- 
ance in the Linz opera house, he 
noticed another standee of about 
his own age, 17, “a pale, skinny 
youth ... who was following the 
performance with glistening eyes 
.. « We took note of each other 
without exchanging a word. During 
the interval of a performance some 
time later we started talking.” 


The stranger’s name was Adolph 
Hitler. | 


For the next four years Hitler 
and Kubizek were the closest of 
friends, together .as much as 
possible while both were in Linz, 
later sharing a room in Vienna. 
Hitler abruptly terminated the 
friendship in. 1908, and Kubizek 
did not see him again for 30 years. 


In 1938, when Hitler came to 
Linz as chancellor of Germany and 
incorporator of Austria into the 
Third Reich, Kubizek was re- 
ceived by him. They met there- 
after in Bayreuth, where Kubizek 
was Hitler’s guest at the Wagner 
festival. 

Now Kubizek has written a book 
of almost 300 pages, The Young 
Hitler I Knew (Houghton Mifflin. 
$4), purporting to be a_ factual 
record of his association with 
Hitler 50 years ago. 


One approaches such a work with 
skepticism especially if it is ex- 
haustively detailed and quotes con- 
versations which took place half a 
century earlier as is here the case. 


But as one reads Kubizek’s book, 
the skepticism is mitigated, if not 
entirely routed. The change is 
effected not merely by the docu- 
mentary evidence supplied in the 
illustrations, but also by the text 
itself. The book would seem to be 
reasonably reliable as a factual 
account, though doubtless hind- 
sight played a considerable part in 
its elaboration. 


At any rate, it reveals Hitler in 
his late teens as solitary and 
fanatical, devoted to his mother, 
unable to get on at school, resent- 
ful of his poverty, contemptuous of 
polyglot Austria-Hungary and de- 
voted to Pan-German ideas, high- 
strung and given to violent rages, 
perpetually dissatisfied, already 
anti-Semitic, passionately interest- 
ed in public affairs, looking for- 
ward to a radical revolution after 
which everything would be remade 
according to his specifications. 


He dominated Kubizek, imposing | 


his will on this quiet companion. 
He lectured his friend endlessly. 
Hitler had to talk, to orate, hold- 
ing forth on everything under the 
sun, pouring out his analysis of 
anything from architecture to 
social reform, expounding schemes 
for altering whatever displeased 
him, coming to see himself as one 
of history’s chief doers. His powers

Of rather recent origin, St. 
Jude’s monastery had its begin- 
nings, August 17, 1944, when two 
professed Sisters from the Domin- 
ican Monastery in Catonsville, 
Maryland came to Marbury, Ala- 
bama with the avowed purpose of 
establishing a monastery where: 
young ladies regardless of race or 
color would espouse the contem- 
plative life. On August 28, of the 
same year, the feast of St. Augus- 
tine, the little monastery of the 
Dominican Sisters was dedicated 
under the patronage of St. Jude. 
That same day the Sisters were en- 
closed and began anew their clois- 
tered contemplative life in Ala- 
bama: The privilege of perpetual 
exposition and adoration of. the 
Blessed Sacrament was given es- 
pecially for the conversion of the 
South.

Archbishop John F. Noll, who 
will mark the 30th anniversary 
of his consecration in June, will 
continue to be Arehbishop- 
Bishop of Fort Wayne. Bishop 
Pursley’s appointment, there- 
fore, is “sede plena” (the See 
being filled). 

The Apostolic Delegate’s of- 
fice in, Washington had inform- 
ed both Archbishop Noll and 
Bishop Pursley of the appoint- 
ment in communications dated 
Feb. 23. Official announcement 
was withheld, however, pend- 
ing acceptance of the honor by 
Bishop Pursley and for coordi- 
nation with Vatican authori- 
ties.
